Fulbrignt, D-Ark., said after

Nicholas Katzenbach 


any votes cast against Kat- 
zenbacfa's nomination. 


But 
Pulbright 
expressed 


some concern about Katzen- 
bach' s endorsement of the 
present situation. 


"I don't think you ought to 


be so subservient to present 
policies," Fulbright told Kat- 
zenbach. "I don't see how 
you can play the devil's ad- 
vocate with such an unlimit- 
ed" admiration for Rusk and 
his foreign policy views. 


The tall, balding Katzen- 


bach replied that he long has 
believed 
that 
"you 
can't 


make a responsible decision 
until you look at all the posi- 
tions." 


The man Katzenbach is suc- 


ceeding, 
Undersecretary of 


State George Ball, has been 
dubbed the devil's advocate 
because he frequently out- 
lined alternatives to proposed 
foreign policy moves. 


At one point, Katzenbach 


took issue with the senator 
over what Fulbright called 
the lack of support U.S. 
foreign policy receives from 
allied nations. 


"It seems to me you may 


be overstating somewhat the 
lack of sympathy . . . for 
our policies," K a t z e n b a c h 
told him. 


"What?" Fulbright snapped. 
Katzenbach then repeated

state that inspires such pro- 
found admiration?"

Omaha-Lincoln Labor

Electrical Workers Seek Ruling 
Of Industrial Relation^ Court 


Nebraska's three-judge Court of Industrial Relations 


Tuesday completed taking two days of testimony on the 
issue of whether Lincoln and Omaha are in the same labor 
market area, insofar as electrical linemen are concerned. 


If they are, as the Inter- 


national Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers Local No. 1525 
contends, the next question is 
whether wage rates for line- 
men working in and out of 
Lincoln should be the same as 
those prevailing in Omaha. 


Issue Not Decided 


While the wage matter ap- 
plies to only approximately 65 
men, the issue is one which 
the current court has not de- 
fined nor one upon which the 
State Supreme Court has ever 
ruled. 


Generally speaking, Omaha- 


area wage rates are the high- 
est in Nebraska. 


The electrical union brought

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Premier Ky Outlines Vietnam Goals 
At Constituent Assembly Inaugural 


Compiled From News Wires 
S a i g o n — South Vietnam's 


Constituent Assembly opaned 
with a dazzling inaugural cere- 
mony behind heavy security 
guards Tuesday and immedi- 
ately began work on writing 
the nation's first constitution. 


Premer Nguyen Cao Ky and 


Chief of State Nguyen Van 
Thieu told the 117 delegates 
they earned the nation's hopes 
of buiiduvg a democratic gov- 
ernment in time of war The 
two military leaders urged the 
assembly to create a govern- 
ment "to suit the aspuations 
of the people " 


U.S. Ambassador Henry Ca- 


bot Lodge and dozens of other 
foreign diplomats arose from 
their seats in the gallery as Ky 
and Thieu, bemedaled 
and 


dressed 
in white uniforms,, 


walked through a 200-man hon-1 
or guard and into the old 
French opera house to open the 
session.

leather chairs around curved 
tables 


A choir sang from a three- 


tieied balcony Outside, hun- 
dreds of Vietnamese police and 
soldiers stood guard to pre- 
vent terrorist attacks by Viet 
Cong who have vowed to dis- 
rupt the proceedings 


Ky told the delegates — 116 


men and one woman — the 
military junta he heads has 
been working toward three 


goals — to defeat the Com- 
munists, stabilize the econo- 
my and build democracy 


"So far, only the first steps 


have been taken to achieve 
these goals," he said "As far 
as the war is concerned, the

The dormitory, which will 


cost $1 3 million, is scheduled

will work," said Councilman 
Jolui Mason.

There was much Council 


discussion over some provi- 
sions of the proposed code 
and Mason and Councilman 
John Comstock questioned if 
any lawyers could serve on 
the Council or city boards un- 
der the present wording of 
the ordinance. 


City Atty. Ralph Nelson 


said the proposed code came 
from a model code of ethics 
in a national law book and 
then read provisions f r o m 
the New York code of ethics 
to the Council. 


Some provisions of the pro- 


posed ordinance are: 


Financial or Personal Interest— 


No official or employe, either on 
his own behalf or on behalf of 
any other person, shall have any 
financial or personal interest hi 
any business or transaction with 
the city of Lincoln unless he shall 
first make full public disclosure 
of the nature and exient of such 
interest. 


Disclosure and Disqualification 


—Whenever the performance of 
his official duties shall require 
any official or employe to delib- 
erate and vote on any matter in- 
volving his financial or personal 
interest, he shall publicly disclose 
the nature and extent of such in- 
terest and disqualify himself from 
participating in the deliberations 
as well as in the voting. 


Confidential Information—No of- 


ficial or employe shall, without 
prior formal authorization of the 
public body having jurisdiction, 
disclose any confidential informa- 
tion concerning any other official 


or employe, or any other person, 
or any property or governmental 
affairs of the city of Lincoln. 
Whether or not it shall involve 
disclosure, no official or employe 
shall use or permit the use of 
any such confidential information 
to advance the financial or pev- 
sonal interest of himself or any 
other person." 


Representation of Private Pec- 


sons-nNo official or employe shall 
appear on behalf of any private 
person, other than himself, be- 
fore any public body of the city 
of Lincoln. 


Gifts and Favors—No official or 


employe shall accept any gift, 
whether in the form of money, 
thing, favor, loan or promise, that 
would not be offered or given to 
him, if he were not an official or 
employe.

The right wing, tail and
